OU of this noble City, are yet to become more 

noble by your Candour to the Plea, between me a 
Burgois of Paris, and my Opponent of London: Being 
concern’d in Honour to lerd your Attention as favourably 
to a Stranger as to your native Orator. Since ‘tis the 
greatelt Sign of narrow Education to permit the Borders 
of Rivers, or Strands of Seas, to feparate the general Con- 
fanguinity of Mankind: Tho’ the unquiet Nature of Man 
(fill hoping to thake off diftant Power, and the Incapacity 
of any one to {way univerfal Empire) hath made chem the 
Bounds to divide Government. But already I think it 
neceflary to ceafe perfuading you who will ever deferve to 
be my Judges, and therefore mean to apply myfelf in ad- 
monifhing him who is pleas’d to be a while my Adverfary. 

My mokt opiniater’d Antagonift (for a Londoner's Opi 
pion of himfelf is no Iefs noted than his Opinion of his 
Beef before the Veal of Jta/y) you fhould know that the 
Merit of Cities confifts not in their fair and fruitfal Situa- 
tion, but in the Manners. of the Inhabitants; for where 
the Situation excels, it but upbraids their Minds if they 
be not proportionable to it. And, becaufe we fhould 
more except againft the Conftancy of Minds than their 
Mutability, when they incline to Error; I will firft take a 
Survey of yours in the long-contin'd Deformity of the 
Shape of your City, which is of your Buildings. 

Sure your Anceftors contriv’d your narrow Streets on 
the Days of Wheel-barrows, before thofe greater Engines, 
Carts were invented: Is your Climate fo hot, that as you 
walk you need Umbrella’s of Tiles to intercept the Sun? 
Or are your Shambles fo empty, that you are afraid to take 
in freth Air, left it fhould tharpen your Stomachs? Ob, 
the goodly Landtkip of O/d Fifh Street! which had ir 
not had the il] Luck to be crooked, was narrow enough to 
have been your Founder's Perfpeétive: And where the 
Garrets (perhaps not for want of Architeélure, but, thro’ 
abundance of Amity) are fo made, that oppofite Neigh- 
bours may fhake Hands without flirring from home, Is 
Unanimity of Inhabitants in wife Cities better exprefs’d, 
than by their Coherence and Uniformity of Building? 
Where Streets begin, continue, and end in a like Stature 
and Shape: But yours (as if they were rais’d in a general 
Infurreétion, where every Man hath a feveral Defign, dif- 
fer in all Things that can make Diitinétion. Here fhands 
one that aims to be a Palace, and next it, another that 
profeffes to be a Hovel. Here a Giant, there a Dwarf; 
here flender, there broad; and 4ll moft admirably different 
in their Faces, as well as in their Height and Bulk. I 
was about to defy any Londoner, who dares pretend there 
is fo much ingenious Correfpondence in this City, as that 
he can flew me one Houle like another. Yet your old 
Houfes feem to be reverend and formal, being compar'd 
to the fantaftical Books of the Modern; which have more 
Qvals, Niches, and Angles, than are in your Cuftards; 
and are enclos'd with Paftboard Walls, like thofe of mali- 
cious Tarks, who, becaufe themfeives are not immortal, 
and cannot ever dwell where they build, therefore will not 
be at the Charge to provide fuch Laftingnefs as may entertain 
their Children out of the Rain; fo flight and to prettily 
gaudy, that if they could move, they would pais for Pa

| Mode of their Habits, to term the Nation fantaftical ; but 
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"Tis your Cultom, wnere Men vary often the 


where Streets continually change Fathion, you fhould make 
Hafte to chain up the City; for ’tis certainly mad. 

You would think me a malicious Traveller, if I fhould 
fill gaze on your mifhzpen Streets, and take no Notice of 

the Beauty of your River; therefore I will pafs the impor- 
tunate Noife of your Watermen (who {natch at Fares as 
if they were to catch Prifoners, plying the Gentry fo un- 
civilly, as if they had never row’d any other Paflengers 
but Bear-wards) and now flep into one of your Peicod 

Boats, whofe 'Tilts are not fo fumptuous as the Roofs of 
Gundaloes, nor, when you are within, are you at the 
Eale of Chaife a bras. ‘The Commodity and Trade of 
your River belongs to yourfelves; but give a Stranger 
Leave to fhare in the Pleafure of it, which will hardly be 
in the Profpeét or Freedom of Airs unlefs Profpect, con 

fifting of Variety, be made with here a Palace, there a 
Wood-Yard, here a Garden, there a Brew-houfe: Here 
dwells a Lord, there a Dyer, and between both Duomo 
Comune. If Freedom of Air be inferrr’d in the Liberty 
of the Subje&t. where every private Man hath Authority, 
for his own Profit, to {moak up a Magiftrate ; then the Air 
of your Thames is open enough, becaule it is equally free 
I will forbear to vifit your courtly Neighbours at Wapping, 
not that it will make me giddy to fhoot your Bridge, bat 
that I am loth to difturb the civil Silence of Bil/ingsgate, 
which is fo great as if the Mariners were always landing to 
ftorm the Harbour, therefore for Brevity’s Sake, I will put 
to Shore again, tho’ J fhould be conftrain’d, even without 
my Galothoes, to land at Pudd/e-Dock. 

I am now return’d to vifit your Houfes, where the 
Roofs are fo low, that I prefume your Anceftors were very 
mannerly, and flood bare to their Wives; for I cannot 
difcern how they could wear their high-crown’d Hats; 
yet will I enter, and therein oblige you much, when you

Thurfday laft, the China Ships left China the 
3ift of December, the Bengal Ship left Bengal 
the 16th of Yanuary, and all aryiv’d at St. 
Helena the 19th of April. The Drake brings 
an Account, that the Ockham, Capt. Fobfon, 
took Fire in Bexgal Road the 29th of November 
laft, it begun in her Gun-Room, fhe had taken 
in all her Bengal Lading, and was to fail in 
two or three Days for AZadrafs 600 Bales of 
her Cargo were fav’d before the Drake came 
away; and the Ship being funk, it was thought 
that the reft would be fav’d likewife. The 
Company belonging to the Shalem, which was 
burnt near Vizacuputama, as we formerly men- 
tioned, confifted of 130 Souls, 60 whereof 
were fav'd, amongft whom were Mr. Gumley 
and his Lady, Mr. Nesbitt, the Captain and 
Supercargoes 5 the reft perifh’d. Capt. Pelly, 
of the Drake, in his Paflage home, took up, 
100°’Leagues at Sea, a Boat with nine Men and 
a Woman, fuppos'd to be Africans, almoft 
fiarv'd.
